The 
Sircar of Condavir or 'Guntoor, was alſo conferred as a Jaghire on 
Bazalet Jung, third brother of Salabet Jung, which he Kill holds, 
or at leaſt gets an annual tribute for it. The other Sircars have 
been put under the management of different perſons, and in 1762 they 
were offered as a Jaghire to the Company on the ſame terms by which 
they were formerly held by the French; but ſending affiſtance into the 
Deran was judged too dear a purchaſe, Huſſain Ally, the Ambaſſador 
on this occaſion, being unſucceſsful fell into diſgrace, however by
